Edward Butler, Held in Spring-

Fred W. Deuser, 48 years old, a bar- 
tender, living at 3308 Louisiana avenue, 
in a signed statement to the police to- 
cay, declared that he, Walter F. Patter- 
s0n, a private detective of 4024 Evans 


avenue, and Edward Butler, 22 years 
old, 4142 Cook avenue, had been en- 
gaged in a blackmail scheme in which 
they extorted money from Peter Ibsen, 
a candy dealer of 912 Olive street and 
the Danish Consul for Missouri. Pat- 
terson is under bond and Butler was 
urrested last night at Springfield, Ill. 

Deéuser’s confession was obtained in 
connection with a police investigation 
of the, operations of a gang of black- 
mailers that is said to have fleeced 
many wealthy St. Louis men and wom- 
en. An unsuccessful effort to extort 
money from Oscar E. Bohlinger, 3885 
Humphrey street. a furniture dealer 
ied recently to the arrest of Patterson 
and Deuger. 

Made Two Trips to Creve Coeur. 

Deuser, in his statement, said he and 
his companions made a plot agains. 
Ibsen last August. He said Butler in- 
duced Ibsen to accompany him to Creve 
Coeur Lake on two occasions. The 
first time, Patterson and Deuser, who 
shadowed them, did not show them- 
selves. On the second trip, they ap- 
proached them and accused Ibsen of 
an offense, whereupon Butler began to 
cry and accused Ibsen of mistreatins 
him. In spite of Ibsen’s denials, Pat- 
terson told him he would have to lock 
him up. 

On che way into St. Louis, Deuser 
declares, Ibsen asked if the thing could 
be squared for $60. Patterson said it 
could be settled for $800 or $1000. Ibsen 
said he was unable to give that amount 
and, after a conference with his con- 
federates, they agreed to take Ibsen's 
note for pe 

The note was signed in a restaurant 
on De Balivieré avenue, while Deuser 
and Butler waited outside.

Deuser declared that once when he 
and Patterson were together, Butler got 
excused from his work in a downtown 
department store, and that the three 
went to Bohlinger’s office. Deuser and 
Patterson waited outside until Butler 
returned and informed him that Boh- 
linger had received him pleasantly and 
invited him to call again. 


Deuser’s Story Corroborated. 

Ibsen’s statement to the police, as it 
avpears in the department records, cor- 
roborates Deuser’s account of the trips 
to Creve Coeur. He declares that when 
the two inen came up, Patterson showed 
a badge to him and represented himself 
as a city detective.. Deuser was intro- 
duced as Williamson. The men told 
him that his arrest would lead to a hig 
scandal and the ruin of his business, 
he said, and Patterson told him he was 
Putler’s brother. From that time on 
he declares Patterson continually 
hounded him for money, compelling him 
to give up $1560 in all and a note for

WOMAN KILLS HER 


BROTHER 10 “SAVE 
HIM FROM DRINK” 


Miss Aimee Gutgesell, After 
Telling of Shaoting, Is Taken 
to Observation Ward. 


ACT PLANNED FOR DAYS 


Clerk Who Died in Ambulance 
Recently Threatened Night 
Chief Gillaspy. 


Miss Aimee Gutgesell, 24 years old, 
shot and mortally wounded her brother, 
Archibald Gutgesell, 3 years old, at 
784 South Broadway. at 
2:30 o’clock this morning. She told the 


police that she believed he wonld be 
better off dead than living the life of a 
Crunkard. Gutgesell died in an ambu- 
lance on the way to the city hospital. 

After shooting her brother twice in 
the back, Miss Gutgesell turned the 
weaport on herself, but it missed: fire. 
The shots attracted neighbors and the 
police, and when patrolmen reached the 
home the girl's mother took the wea- 
pon from her and handed it to them. 

After she had made a statement, Capt. 
Thilips of the Carondelet station order- 
ed her sent to the city hospital for ob- 
servation as to her sanity. 

Resolved to Kill Brother. 

“My brother’s addiction to- liquor,” 
the girl said, in Her statement, “‘grieved 
me so much that I kept worrying. I 
had been hoping that he had reformed, 
end finally EF resolved—to- kill him and 
myself, to relieve my mother of the 
grief he had been causing her. 

“At 9:50 o’clock I told him to go 
to the chicken shed and look for eggs. 
1 followed him into the yard and as 
he was entering the shed with his 
back to me, I fired two shots at him. 
Then I snapped the revo!ver at my own 
head, but it failed to explode. I re- 
mained in the yard with my brother 
until the police arrived, after which I 
was brought to the police station. 

“He had been drinking hard for a year 
and had been out of work for four days. 
My mother was in our grocery store one 
door north of our home when I did the 
shooting. She arrived shortly’ after it 
Was over and I told her what I had done. 
The revolver with which I did the shoot- 
ing I purchased last Monday for $2.56 at 
Rothburn’s hardware store, 7600 South 
Broadway.” 

Mental Derangement Indicated. 

In:committing the girl to the observa- 
tion ward Capt. Phillips acted upon the 
advice of Health Commissioner Stark- 
loff and Dr. E. W. McBratney, who 
examined her and said they found in- 
dications of mental derangement. The 
police were told that two close relatives 
of Miss Gutgesell had been found men- 
tally unbalanced. 

Gutgesell last Tuesday night entered 
Night Chief Gillaspy’s office at police 
headquarters and threatened tod shcot 
Gillaspy because, he said, the pdoiice 
had been hounding him. Gillaspy 
caused him to be taken to the city 
hospital, where doctors said he was 
suffering from delirium tremens. He 
had been there several times for treat- 
ment after drinking heavily, they said. 
He was discharged from the hospital 
Thursday. 

Gutgesell’s father, Adolph Gutgesell, 
formerly conductéd a grocery at 7800 
South Broadway.

this afternoon an official Government 
dispatch from Hampton Roads said the 
German raider still was moored to her 
wharf. 

The storm, which drew the curtain of 
secrecy over the Prinz Eitel for a few 
hours by destroying all means of com- 
munication with the Hampton Roads 
district save wireless, besides giving 
Commander Thierichens a fateful op- 
portunity to resume his commerce §de- 
stroying voyage freshly coaled, sup- 
plied and equipped, started a crop of 
rumors and reports which spread. wide- 
ly, saying the German cruiser had 
slipped out of the harbor and past the 
cruisers at the entrance to Chesapeake 
Bay. 

Foregoes Daring Exploit. 

When the Government agencies, after 
much effort, got in touch with Newport 
News, Va., it was established that the 
Prinz Ejitel had attempted no daring ex- 
ploit. 

Coaled, provisioned and repaired, the 
Prinz Eitel has been lying at her wharf 
a day to day mystery, leaving unan- 
swered the question of whether Com- 
mander Thierichens would finally elect 
tc intérn his ship and men for the war 
cr attempt to dash through the fan of 
allied cruisers which have hovered out- 
side the three-mile limit beyond the 
capes.

HER CENSORSHIP 


10 TRADE CABLES 


Will Stop Messages Referring to 
Deals in Which Enemy 
May Be Interested. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—Secretary 
Bryan had before him today Great Brit- 
ain’s formal announcement of her new 
cable censorship policy. A memoran- 
dum on the subject had been trans- 
mitted to the State Department through 
Ambassador Page at London. 

In it Great Britain serves notice of 
its intention to stop all messages sent 
over cables under British control relat- 
ing to trade in contraband or noncon- 
traband to- which a resident in an en- 
emy country is one of the parties. The 
communication points out that “it is 
clear that in view of the great impor- 
tance cf restricting the enemies’ sup- 
plies, and withholding facilities from 
them for carrying on their trade, his 
majesty’s Government cannot be ex- 
pected to afford the use of British 
cables to enable neutral and enemy 
countries -to make arrangements with 
each other for the conduct of that 
trade.” 

Officials here construe the action to 


mean that in accordance with the al- 
lies’ blockade program, Great Britain 
will not permit the sending of mes- 
sages from the United States to Italy 
or any other neutral country if they re- 
fer in any way to a transaction in 
which a resident of Germany, Austria 
or Turkey is interested.

The rob- 
bers got into the basement and tried to 
saw out the floor timbers below it, but 
the job took too much time and they 
had to give it up.

COLLEGE BOYS — 
IMPROVED SINCE HIS TIME 


Leaders Must Be Useful to Somebody Besides 
Themselves—Ex-President Discusses Joy of 
Living —Glad He Can Talk for Himself. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW HAVEN, Conn..: April 3.—For- 
mer President William H. Taft, now 


Kent professor of iaw in Yale Univer- 
sity, who has served as Governor of the 
Philippines and a Federal Judge, has 
a new vision of young American man- 
hood. Out of the business turmoil, the 
industrial unrest and all the uplift 
movements and “isms’’ with which the 
new spirit of the United States has 
tried to express itself in the last fifteen 
years, Mr. Taft has sensed a new in- 
stinct in the new generation. 

The discovery is one of th® reasons, 
doubtless, why Mr. Taft is a younger 
man today than when he left the White 
House. For he is younger and he is 
happy, he admits it himself. 

“After all, you haven’t said anything 
particularly dangerous,” said the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, in asking leave 
to use for publication, his conversation 
of half an hour. 

“One of the joys of.living,’’ said Mr. 
Taft\in effect, “‘is that nothing I can 
say could possibly be dangerous. I'm 
a private citizen. There isn't a-string 
on me; at least, I have the right to 
speak for myself, without involving 
an}body or any interest except myself.” 


How He Finds College Man. 

And this is what he had to say about 
his observation of American young 
manhood as it rubs against him in the 
colleges: 

“The college boy of today, as I know 
him, is a better boy than the college 
boy of my time” (Mr. Taft was graduat- 
ed in 1878) “‘because he has higher ideals 
of his duty to himself and the world. The 
college boy of today has mischief, high 
spirits and a fighting spirit, too, and am 
bition as we know them; but to them he 
has added a very high standard of clean 
living and publie.gervice; he has ideal- 
ized the new national impulse. 


‘In the small, concentrated college 


| 


community it is becoming impossible for 
& man to win the prizes—I do not mean 
scholarship distinction, but the awards 
of the honor of leadership—uniess he is 
clean and high-minded and has a pretty 
well fixed purpose to make himself use- 
ful to somebody besides himself and the 
members of his immediate family. 
Big Change in Recent Years. 

“The spirit of the country has changed 
a@ great deal of recent years. This new 
generation of young men shows the per- 
manent stamp of the change. Older men 
are groping for it; the young men are 
being molded in it. 

“In my day the test of college leader- 
ship was merely the power to lead, 
Among these young fellows, which it is 
my privilege to know, mere leadership 
is not enough; the boys will not accept 
a leader unless they believe him to be 
clean and unless they believe that he 
is trying to do things which are worth 
while and not things which are merely 
exciting or amusing for the moment. 

In speaking of the relationship be- 
tween pedagogue and pupil he said: 
“Of course I am a Yale man from the 
boots up, but wherever I go, I find 
that the relation which is established 
by an instructor with a young man 
in the course of two or three years is 
a peculiarly pleasant experience for 
all time thereafter. I am constantly 
coming in contact today with young 
men I taught in the Cincinn ti Law 
School. Every such meeting is a com- 
fort.” 

Agrees With Grover Cleveland, 

Something was said of Grover 
Cleveland's description of the ex- 
Presidency as an office which cre- 
ates an affectionate -bond between 
every citizen and the one-time Presi- 
dent, no matter what may have been 
the difference of opinion and feeling 
while he wag still in office.

Plans for the dissolution of the Glen 
Echo Country Club and for the forma- 
tion of a new organization to succeed it. 
have been submitted by mail to all the 
members by a special committee of five. 
appointed to suggest a solution of or- 
ganization’s financial difficulties. 

According to a statement accompany- 
ing the plan for dissolution, the clubjs 
Gebts amounted to $80,287. Its daily run- 
ning expense is $150, and its deficit for 
the last year is $6271.07. 

The special committee consists of H. 
M. Pflager, E. A. Faust, C. D. John 
son, James C. Jonés and John C. Rob- 
erts.

vote is necessary to authorize the club's 
dissolution and the sale of the property. 

Under this plan the greater part of 
the proceeds of the sale would be de

Trust Co. on mortgage bonds and inter- 
est, $20,000 due to the same company on 
notes, $1287 for taxes and tax penalties, 
#24 $1000 for labor and supplies. 

The money left over after these debts 
are paid is to be divided equally among 
The 23 perpetual members 
are to receive $385.27 each, in addition, 
to compensate them for the termination 
of their perpetual memberships for 
which they paid $1000 each in 1902. An 
expert accountant figured, that this 
amount represented the equity of each 
perpetual member in the club’s prop- 
erty.

There also will be as- 
sociate, honorary, nonresident and 
junior members. 

In the event a member retires, is sus- 
pended, or dies, 50 per cent of his initi- 
ation fee is to be returned to him or his 
estate. The affairs of the club will be 
conducted by a board of nine directors.

WAS FRIENDLY WITH HIM 


Says Man Held in Connection 
With Kansas Murder Wanted 
to Trade Wives. 


PAOLA, Kan., April 3.—Cross-exam- 
ination of Mrs. Maude McElheney, 
widow of George B. McElheney, Post- 
master at Louisburg, Kan., who was 
slain in his home there in October, 1912, 
in the preliminary hearing of Roscoe 
Hornbaker, was begun here today.

Hornbaker gave her a bottle contain- 
ing poison, and urged her to put it in 
her husband's food. She refused, she 
said, and later broke the bottle and 
threw the contents away. 

Says She Feared Him,

baker caused her to accept his atten- 
tions, and to keep secret for more than 
two years the proposals concerning her 
husband, which she said the mail car- 
rier made. : :

Mrs. McHineney testified that she be- 
lieved that the reason Hornbraker told 
her of the infidelity of her husband and 
the wrongdoings of others, in Louisburg, 
was to make her believe Hornbraker 
Was an angel. 

The direct examination closed at this 
point. 

Alphous Lane, the defense’s attorney, 
then took up the cross-examination. 

The early crdass-examination brought 
out no startling statements. Lane ap- 
parently seeking to learn which took the 
iniative in the acquaintance between 
Hornbaker and the witness. Mrs. Mc- 
Elheney said she could. not remember 
the terms Hornbaker used when he first 
told her he loved her, and could not re- 
member the circumstances of the first 
kiss, or where the kiss was applied.

system. There will be fiction 
printed about it which is fact, and not 
a little so-called fact which is pure fic- 
tion. Someone had to be the first—or 
for safety’s sake let us say, among the 
first—to put this promising material 
into a novel, and no name occurs more 
naturally in this connection than that 
of Robert W. Chambers. And sure 
enough, Mr. Chambers has now given 
us “Who Goes There?’’ 

The workings of the spy system, as 
Mr. Chambers describes them, and as 
they are shown in some purposely crude 
drawings, are of great interest. If such 
a scheme was not used to convey to 
Germany the knowledge of the British 
fleet’s location, it seems at any rate 
that the thing might have been done. 

Also, the execution of Belgian civil- 

ians, with which the story opens, does 
not tax the reader’s imagination. We 
have the explicit testimony of Cardinal 
Mercier, and the admissions of German 
officials. that these ‘‘reprisals’*” were 
made almost by wholesale. 
But when Mr. Chambers tells us that 
a German General sent a handsome 
young Belgian-American as his personal 
Ambassador to England, to bring over 
the girl whom the General hoped to 
marry, but who had never been very 
enthusiastic about marrying the Gen- 
eral, the reader begins to sense the 
strain on his credulity. That the young 
woman would infallibly throw herself 
at her escort’s head seems too clear, 
from the outset, to leave the element of 
uncertainty needed for a novel. Were it 
not for the war incidents, which are 
well told, the story would fall flat at 
several points before the end. 

Sheer bad taste marks the references 
to President Wilson. To call the Presi- 
dent of the United States ‘‘dull”’ and his 
Cabinet members “imbecile and gro- 
tesque’’ is an offense not mitigated by 
the technicality of putting the words in 
the mouth of a German officer. (Apple- 


ton.) 
T Forest, which clearly illustrates 
the difference between thief- 
catching as it actually is and thief- 
eatching as the ordinary mystery 
novel makes it out to be. Forest’s 
sleuth, Foyle, is an unusually clever 
man, but his successes are obtained 
by intelligent application of a highly 
organized police system to a definite 
problem. His methods are those in 
every well-conducted secret service 
in the world. They rely chiefly upon 
bureau of identification, Bertillon 
measurements, finger prints, etc., and. 
the use of petty criminals as “stool 
pigeons.” The mystery is well con- 
ceived and the plot is *~well worked 
out. The story is all the better for 
abandoning the fiction conventions 
of a Sherlock Holmes and for illus- 
trating practical methods of aa in- 
tense practical science. (Clode.)

RTHUR CHRISTOPHER BENSON, 
A Fellow of Magdalene College, 
Cambridge, has enriched English 
literature with many delightful essays 
contributing much of value toward solv- 

ing the great problems of the best liv- 
ing of life, and rarely with a more sin- 
cere beauty and earnestness of thought 
than in “The Orchard Pavilion,” the 
most recent of his unfailingly tranquil 
and helpful works. 

This little book is a quite frank, but 
very tolerant, endeavor to convince its 
readers that the revealed truths of 
Christianity alone bring one into that 
complete and all-comprehensive touch 
with human existence necessary to its 
fullest appreciation and enjoyment along 
sane and satisfying lines. It is any- 
thing but a dogmatic preachment; in- 
deed, the modesty of its teaching is al- 
most naive in a certain reluctance to as- 
sume the “ex cathedra’’ manner, never- 
theless it is distinctly forceful and vital 
with conviction. This is, perhaps, its 
most salient charm. 

‘A story of homely simplicity is the 
chosen medium of the book’s argument. 
Three young Oxford undergraduates 
spend a month of their Long vacation 
together at a picturesque oid farmhouse 
in Gloucestershire. In the quaint or- 
chard pavilion which is an inviting fea- 
ture of the place they have many com- 
pantonabdie talks, over their pipes, as to

| INDICTMENTS OF KUHS. 

The action of the Board of Education in re 
| questing the resignation of A. H. Kuhs and 
retiring him from all activities on the board is 
overshadowed by the Grand Jury’s indictment 
of Kuhs. 

The board was slow ie the Kuhs case. Its 
public statement when the Post-Dispatch first 
published the main facts of the high schoo} site 
transaction and demanded investigation was 
puerile, but in the light of the full details it 
is ridiculous. The incident should awaken the 
board to its. responsibilities and the necessity 
of overhauling similar transactions and thor- 
oughly revising its red-tape complacent methods. 

The case now goes to a higher tribunal. The 
courts will pass upon the conduct of Kuhs. Its 
decision will determine the character of his act 
from the standpoint of law. 

Regardless of the course of the criminal prose- 
cution Kuhs should be removed from the board 
by the board itself, if it has the legal power. 
There is ground for action before the Supreme

‘The 
obsequies were held in the famous East 
Room of the White House. The Scrip- 
tures were read by the Rev. Dr. Hale 
of the Episcopal Church, the opening 
prayer was offered by Bishop Simpson 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
the funeral address was delivered by the 
Rev. Dr. Gurley of the Presbyterian 
Church, which the President and 
his family had attended. The 
closing prayer was made by the Rev. 
Dr. 
Gray also was Chaplain of the Senate. 
At the close of the services, a regi- 
ment of negro soldiers escorted the 
body to the Capitol, where the exer- 
clses were completed, and where all 
that was mortal of the Great Emanci- 
pator lay in state until the next day. 


Memorial services were held through- 
out the country, in many cities a fu- 
neral procession being a feature. 

April 25, 50 years ago, the funeral train 
left Washington for the President’s 
Western home, which had been chosen 
to be his fast resting place. Along the 
route it was received with demonstra- 
tions of grief and love. 

The body of the martyred President 
arrivéd in Springfield Ill., May 3 As 
the coffin was borne to the hearse a 
choir of 250 voices sang the hymn “Chil- 
dren of the Heavenly King.’’ As may 
be believed, the exercises at the ceme- 
tery were profoundly impressive, vir-

This masterpiece had been referred 10 
by the London Spectator as ‘the no- 
blest political document known to his- 
tory.”’ 

It has been discussed time and again 
whether President Lincoln was an athe- 
ist. Both pro and con, there has been 
much argument over it. Yet the deep- 
ly religious service held over his body, 
and the number of friends present who 
were aiso friends of the church leaves 
no doubt but what Lincoln was a man 
of extraordinary piety. 

Nancy Lincoln, the President’s moth- 
er, was his earliest teacher. Above the 
intellect of the average frontiers wom- 
an of her time she first taught her h-‘s- 
band, Thomas Lincoln, to read and 
write. Later, as her children grew up, 
she would gather them around her and 
read them the wonderful stories of the 
Bible. Lessons then would close with 
prayers. After he had become Presi- 
dent, Lincoln, speaking of his mother, 
said: ‘“‘I remember those early teach- 
ings, and her prayers. They have ai- 
ways followed me. They have clung 
to me all my life.” 

These Bible stories not only interest- 
ed him, but they molded his character, 
and aroused in him a desire to read for 
himself—a desire that, in later years, 
developed into a: almost insatiable 
thirst for knowledge.

And you would also be surprised 
to learn how much joy and pleasure 
you can have on very little It was 
eald of this young man, ‘who had 
many friends, that he brooded over 
the idea that his friends would think 
he was a failure.

In contrast to this case, there, is 
one on record of a young man of 
great name and fame who lost all and 
was sent to prison.

Cline, United States District Attorney 
at Chicago, denied that he had any 
intention of agreeing to a proposition 
for a compromise with Jack Johnson, 
who is a fugitive on the charge of hav- 
ing violat the white slave law. 

“I do not propose to allow him to 
come back to Chicago,” said Mr. Cline, 
“and submit to the maximum penalty 
which might be imposed upon him. He 
is a fugitive from justice, and has 
already forfeited his. bond of $30,000. 

“Johnson can come back to Chicago 
if he chooses and after he has placed 
himself in the custody of the law he 
can make any proposition he sees fit. 
We will then give it consideration, but 
not before.’’

REPLY SENT 
GOVERNMENT 


England Refuses to Regard Captured Members 
of Submarine Crews as Honorable Opponents 


Because of War 


on Merchafhtmen. 


LONDON, April 3—The threat of re- 
prisal against British prisoners of war 
by Germany, if the German prisoners in 
England who were members of subma- 
rine crews, are not accorded the same 
treatment as other prisoners, has 
caused wide comment here. 

The Daily Chronicle, in an unusually 
emphatic editorial expression, says: 

“It is time to realize the pass to 
which things are leading us. At the 
end of the war, the allies will have, 
two alternatives: They can allow the’ 
practice of submarines sinking mer- 
chantmen to become usage, recognized 
by international law, or they can, after 
trial, hang the German officers respon- 
sible for initiating it, including, if his 
responsibility is shown, Admiral von 
Tirpits (the German Minister of Ma- 
rine). We do not at present see any 
third alternative.”’ 

The German note of protest and Sir 
Edward Grey’s reply, which refuges to 
regard prisoners taken from submarines 
as honorable opporfents, because of the 
attacks on merchant vessels of England 
and of neutral Powers, were transmit- 
ted through the American Government 
at Washington. 

Note to Sir Edward Grey. 

Under date of March 20 the American 
Ambassador wrote Sir Edward Grey, 
the British Foreign Secretary, as fol- 
lows: 

“The American Ambassador presents 
his compliments to His Majesty’s Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, and 
has the honor, under instructions from 
the Secretary of State at Washington 
to transmit the hereto attached text of 
a telegram dated March 17. which Mr. 
Bryan has received from the German 
Foreign Office through the embassy at 
Berlin: 

“ ‘According to notices appearing th 
the British press, the British Admiralty 
is said te have made known its inten- 
tion not to accord to the officers and 
‘crews of German submarines who havs 
hecome prisoners the treatment due to 
them as prisoners of war, and especially 
not to concede to the officers the ad- 
vantage of their rank. 

*“ "The German Government !s of opin- 
ion that these reports are not correct, ar 
the crews of the submarines acted in

“*The imperial foreign office therefore 
requests the American PImbassy tv 
have an inquiry of the British Govern- 
ment made by telegraph through the 
medium of the American embassy in 
London as to whether and in what way, - 
they intend to treat the officers and 
crews of German submarine boats, who 
have been made prisoners, in any re- 
svect wurse than other prisoners of 
War. 

“ ‘Should this prove to be the case 
the request is added that in the name 
of the German ‘jovernment, the sharp- 
est protest be lodged with the British 
Governn-=nt against such proceecings, 
and that no doubt be left that for each 
member of the crew of a submarine 
made prisoner a British army officer 
heid as a prisoner vf war in Germany 
will receive corsaspondingly harsher 
treatment. 

“*The Imperial Foreign Office would 
be grateful for information at the 
-arliest convenience regarding the re- 
sult of the steps taken.’ ”’ 

Sir Edward Grey replied to the Amer- 
ican Ambassador as follows: 

“The Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs presents his compliments to the 
United States Ambassadvr and with 
reference to his excellency’s note of the 
20th ultimo respecting reports in the 
press upon the treatment of prisoners 
from Germa: subniarines, has the 
honor to state that he learns from the 
iwrd Cemmissioners of the Admiralty 
that the officers and men who were 
‘eecued from German su!iimarines UZ 
and U12 have been placed In naval de- 
tention barracks, In view of the neces- 
sity of the'r segregation from cther 
trisoners of war. 

“In these quarters they are treated 
with humanity, given the opportunity 
for exercising, provided with German 
books, subjected to no forced labor and 
are better fed and clothed than British 
prisoners of equal rank now in Ger- 
many. 

“Not Honorable Oppenents.” 

“As, however, the crews of the two 
German submarines in question before 
they were rescued from the sea were 
engaged in sinking innocent British and 
neutral merchant ships and wantonly 
killing noncombatants they cannot be 
regarded as honorable opponents, but 
rather 2s persons, who, as the orders of 
their government, have committed acts 
which are offenses against the law of 
nations and contrary to common hu- 
manity. 

“His Majesty’s Government would also 
bring to the notice of the United States 
Government, that during the present 
war more than 1000 officers and men of 
the German navy have been rescued 
from the sea, sometimes in spite of 
danger to the resources and sometimes 
to the prejudice of the British naval 
operations. No case has, however, oc- 
curred of any officer or man of the 
royal navy being rescued by the Ger- 
mans.”
